Our Engliſh Aſtrologers being fo yarns upon this 
beminent an occaſion ; I have enquired after the 
Learned Placentinus, Serarins, Voiola, and fome other 
foraign Aſtrologers, their Works or Opinions upon 
theſe matters. --- But, behold, nothing either from 
them, or any other is-to be found, ſave a Ridiculous 
ad Contradiftory Prophecy, * certainly made here * The Bears 
n England, not worthy the name it bears, or any - —_ 
tous Mans peruſal. every where 
roubled I was hereat, that the Stars ( wow doped = 
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ſound or woice are heard to the uttermoſt parts of the 
Farth) ſhould now. be thought filent, and accord 
ingly I took Pen in hand, to examine thoſe unuſual 
Configurations, thereby to diſcover what they may ( 
Naturally portend. 

And here (Good Reader pardon me) if I butpre- 
ſent you in brief with that (which if time prevent 
me not) I may hereafter handle more Copiouſly, 
For you muſt know, that thoſe grand Ccaleſtial Con- 
figurations have relation to ſeveral matters or things 
beſides Wars. As change of Government, alterati- 
ons in, and additions to, and extirpations of Laws, 
Cuſtoms, Religions, Hereſies, Schiſms, New Difſco- 
veries, Plantations of Colonies, Oc. although we 
muſt acknowledge War to be the Canſiz ſine qui non, 
proximate at leaſt, of theſe and ſuch like Changes. 

But becauſe I would not be thought (like the De 
phick Oracle, or any Merlyn whatever,) to ſpeakin 
Miſts and Clouds, I will premiſe this particular me- 
thod to purſue in the following diſcourſe, viz. 
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I. Of the five Oppoſitions of Saturn and Jupiter, and 
what they p—_ intend to Holland, and 
the United Provinces, &*c. 

Il. That, by the Order of Celeſtial Influence, the Uni- 
ted Provinces are not deſigned to inſult over, } <. 
but truckle under England. 

Hl. Sundry remarkable Aſtrological PrediGions, 
touching the State of Holland about this time.

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CHAP. I. 
Of the feve Oppoſations of Saturn and Jupiter, 


and what they particularly intend towards 


Holland, and the United Provinces, cc. 


Efore I mention thoſe eminent Configurations, 
it is requiſite to caſt mine Eyes backward upon 
the great Conjunction of thoſe two Planets, OFob. 
10. 1653. in 2. A Conjunttion ſo Famous, as begin- 
ng the Fiery Trigon again , after an unuſual inter- 
ruption ,. that the like (in reſpe& of the Stupendi- 
ous Effes that have attended it) hath never been 
known, at leaſt this 800. years, nay poſſibly, not 
lace the (ſuppoſed) beginning of the World. 
Obſerve how the Heavens were poſited then, and 
at the Full Moon preceding. 
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A Full Moon Preceding 29. | 
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Aſtrologers call 2 a double-bodied ſign, as placed 
between a fixed and a moveable one; and,let me alk 
the World, have not the conſequent Effects thereof 
been By-Corporeal too ? what Prodigious Confle- 
grations in ſundry parts of Exrope £ what aſtoniſhing 
Plagues? what Naumachyes, and Bloody Battels at 
Land, ſince that time ? I need not mention particu- 
lars, they are yet freſh in every Mans Memory, and, 
will ſcarce be worn out of the general memory, un- 
til Time ſhall be no more. 

The Grecian Miſeries in the three and twenty 
years Peloponneſian Wars, &c. (though terrible 
enough in themſelves,) were but minute Afflictions 
to what hath befallen Exrope ſince that Conjundionz 

as 
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and * 1658. did not meanly make Additions there- * June 19. 


burnings, and Conflagrations of Towns and Cities; & 
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as any may find, though they read Thucidides with 
the greateſt Candar and Severity. 

But now , as theſe Planets were thus eminently 
operative by this their Conjunction in a Kingly Fiery 
Sign, (which certainly heightned their Effects : for 
ſeldom do their Conjunctions in other Signs ſtimu- 
late ſuch vigorous and powerful Influences) ſo their 
Triple Quadrate, which ſucceeded it Ammo 1667.

It would puzle the underſtanding of any Ordi- 
nary Chymiſt, (Ordinary did I ſay ? nay, of a good 
One in Earneſt,) to ſeperate theſe ſeveral Qualities, 
as they are united in Influence. None but the Grand 
Querretan , and Chymiſt of the Univerſe, even God 
himſelf, could do it. 

And thus we had, as their proper Effects, The Pale 
and Ghaſtly Influence of h in Plagres, and Famine, 
Ge. in many places of Europe, terrible hard Winters,

The violent and raging Effects of & in Battels, 
Conflagrations, and a furious irruption at Mount 
Atna. 

The Moons ſpreading Influence, in the Rot and 
Deſtruftion of Multitudes, both at Sea and Land --- 

And, all theſe oppoſing the mild and gentle [nflu- 
ences of Þ making him Sanguinary, and cruel in his 
EffeQts, that is naturally Balſamique and preſerving. 

And, ſo I come to the Quintuple Oppoſitions of 
thoſe Planets, now in very great force.

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CHAP. III; 


Sundry remarkable Aſtrological Predifions 
touching the approaching Miſeries of the 
Dutch People, near this time.

His Fame and Book are ſurely at this time both 
of them under ill Directions 3 or elſe our preſent 
pretended Prophets begin to be out of love with 
him and alſo with his Seraphick Illuminate No- 
£10ns. 
I ſhall begin with that Prediftion of Laces Ganri-

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avs which though he hath placed upon the year 
1667. doth now molt eminent]y operate upon them.

Your Trade is-in danger of being to- 
tally Ruin'd, your Merchants of being utterly un- 
done; your great ones are at their Wits end; and 
your Poor ones are ready to Mutiny for want'of 
bread, Make Peace with Exgland betimes, or ſhort- 
lyit will be too late for you. A lietle more ftrug-

Ler not your own Altrolo- 
gers ("as of late they have done,) flatter you with 
the hopes of what is never likely to happen. For, [ 

\ unfeignedly” 
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unfeignedly proteſt , all theſe (and greater) miſ- 
chiefs will befal you, unleſs you are wiſe in tinſe, 
and by a Prudent and ſudden ſubmiſſion, and ſeek- 
1g of Peace, prevent it. 

It is not neceſſary, that Preditions of theſe kinds 
ſhould happen in the very year in which their Cauſes 
are Obvious, For, Corpora Celeſtia non agunt in in- 
ftanti, ſed cum tempore , as Cardan long lince, very 
wiſely Obferved.

What ſay you now to theſe plain and poſitive 
| predictions? 
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predictions ? they are not feigned, but real; and 


to be found in each particular Book quoted. 

Tremble therefore, oh ye Dutchmen ! the Hand-wri» 
ting of Heaven is fixed agzinſt you. Be wiſe in time, 
Pradentia Major fato; there 1s nothing, be it never fo 
eminently menacing, but by a Prudent ſubmiſtion, 
and ſeeking of Peace in time, you may yet prevent. 

If matter of Trade be objected againſt you, draw 
your Afﬀeairs into a narrower Compaſ3 and believe 
it not tolerable for a little Free-$tate, (and ſo but of 
Teſterday in Compariſon) to expatiate like Monarchs, 
which are the lively repreſentatives, not only of the 
$un, but of God himſelf. 

If the unfitneſs and irrationality of your Govern- 
ment be the matter you are taxed with 3 ſubmit ſud- 
denly to the Change of your Democracy into a 1ſ0- 
narchy. It was many years (ince. obſerved by an Ex-

happy People, viz. A Glorious Prince; Unity of Re+ 
ligion; and a quiet Government. You remember as 
well as I, that the Gildermice in the Fable, were net- 
ther owned by Birds or Beaſts. - 

If Scandals, and Scurrilous Inventions be laid to 
your Charge , endeavour a ſpeedy compenſation 3 
they are Crimes moſt hainous, and, with none but 
Chriſtians, do they admit of forgiveneſs 3 you may 
do well in learning for the future, not to ſpeak evil 
of Dignities. 

If Murther, Treachery, and Ingratitude, be the 
Clamantia Peccata, that have pierced the Heavens 
againſt you ; Puniſh the Authors of them among 


you, either in their Perſons, if alive, or in their Chil- 
E dren 
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dren and Families, if Dead. It is the method of 
God Almighty to vilit ever to the third and fourth 
Generation. By this means ye may poſlibly turn 
away the Evil,threatned again(t you and your Na» 
tion, was long (ince foreleen to befall you, even 
about this very time. So ſhall ye pacify the juſtly 
provoked indignation of thoſe Mighty Monarchy, 
whom Heaven hath (tirred up at this time, to be a 
levere {courge of your Ambition, Inſolency, Ingrati- 
tude, and Treachery. 


CONCLUSION: 


F Cancer be the Aſcendant of Holland, as you 
have heard proved, then muſt London, Fnelands 
Metropolis , be their Malus Genins, T, being their 
12* Houſe, and the Horoſcope of that Honourable 
and Populous City. And I doubt not, but by the 
United Forces of their Power, and Purſes, they will be 
found ſo. ugamimouſlly to oppoſe the Dutch, that in 
the overthrow of them, they themſelves ſhall enjoy: 
a Glorious Peace, with abundant Plenty of Trade 
and Treaſure; the only Honor of ſo Great a City. 


The wvalowr of our Fngliſhmen cannot be (tartled- 


at a Holland Inſolence, God is of our fide , becauſe 
our Cauſe 1s Juſt, The Heavens are of our ſide, they 
promiſe proſperous Influences. 

And for our Gallant Seamen, we have a Wile, Mer- 
ciful, and Pious Soveraign, that hath taken ſuch care 
of his 8#bje&:, (witneſs his Majeſties Declaration, &c- 
apon theſe occaſions, ) that nothing is, or can 
wanting, 
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ve Fiery Trigon Revived. 
wanting, to give all due Encouragement for Ewgl;/6- 
men to be Conſtant Ergli/hmer, upon ſo od nd 
laudable a ground, awd in ſo good a Canſe, as is this 
Joſt and Honourable War, now undertaken againſt the 
Hollanders. 

And, for a full Period to this diſcourſe, I cannot 
but take notice of the Singular and Commendable 
Courage of a Young Ingenious Seaman , that had 
the misfortune to looſe a Leg in his King and Conn- 
trie- Service againſt the Dutch, Anno 1666, who, by 
Gods Mercy, and our Soveraigns Care, was preſerved 
dive 3 and for his loſs was allowed a handſom Pen- 
fon to lIive-on. This Perſon, in ſence of fo great 
2 Care taken of him in his Extremity, and in Gra- 
titude together, [ although he might have pleaded 
tie loſs of a Limb 3 but none went about to com- 
pel him, he being a Member of St. Bartholomew: 
Hypital] 1s, of his own accord, gone to Sea again, 
n an aſſured Confidence of being revenged for his 
former unfortunate Loſs. 

An Example of ſuch eminentGratitnde and Comrage, 
that I could not but commend it to the conlidera- 
tion of all Loyal- Hearted Engliſh- Men.
